Airport Security 
Boosted by Bonn 
After Warnings

BONN, Nov. 6 (NYT).—West 
German police adopted special 
Measures near airports during 
the weekend to foil possible ter- 
rorist missile attacks on airliners 
just after takeoff or during the 
landing approach. 

Groups from the Federal 
Border Protection Police and 
other security forces were search- 
ing woods, buildings ond other 
areas that might provide cover 
for iaunchers of ground~-to-air 
rockets that could be fired air- 
craft during the most vulnerable 
parts of their flight path. 


The extra utions πότ 
rockets that could be fired at air- 
The extra precautions were order- 
ed after Lufthansa, the West Ger- 
man national airline, and news 
organizations received letters yes- 
terday warning that urban guer- 
rillas were preparing to blow up 
airborne planes, “There is no pos- 
sibility of preventing this,” the 
messages, mailed in Frankfurt 
last Wednesday, read. 

Experts here said that terro- 
rists in West Germany and else- 
where had demonstrated in the 
past that they were able to bring 
mobile or fixed missile launchers 
into position, although they 
failed in several instances to use 
the weapons. 

Las August, a group of guer- 
rillas was about to fire 42 rockets 
simultaneously at the offices of 
the federal chief prosecutor in 
Karlaruhe when policemen, tipped 
off at the last minute, burst into 
the apartment in a nearby build- 
ing, where the multiple Jauncher 
had been set up.

S. African Says He Can Compel 
US. Firms to Make Weapons

In en interview with the Sunday Times of Johannesburg, 
Chris Heunis said the government has the power to invoke 
extreme measures to compel companies to fill in the gaps left 


‘by the embargo. 


‘The minister has that power under the Naitonal Supplies 


Procurement Act of 1970. 
the act, Mr, Heunis said. 


“If forced to do so,” he would apply 


A key section of the act gives the minister the power— 


when necessary for the security of South Africa—to order 
“any person who is capable of supplying, manufacturing. produc- 
ing, processing or treating any goods, or has the power to 
dispose of, or has in his possession or under his control any 


goods, 


or is the supplier to any service, to manufacture, 


produce, process or treat and to upply or deliver or sell it to 
the minister ” 


The Times explained that if U.S. companies obey the 
embargo and refuse to supply South Africa with essential war 
equipment, their subsidiaries in South Africa could be among 
those local companies compelled to produce the supplies. 

Tf they failed to comply, the goods can be seized or the 
facilities forced to produce the desired goods, the Times said. 
It can also lead to a fine of 2,000 rand ($2,300) and two years 


in prison. 


However, Mr. Heunis emphasized he would invoke the act 
only if forced, as it was not in South Africa's best interests to 
specify goods which might be affected by the arms embargo.

Sidetracking Geneva for Preliminary Talks 


Sadat Proposal May End Stalemate

CAIRO, Nov. 6 (WP!.—Egyptian 
Presiden, Anwar Sadat, aligning 
himself with the Syrian view that 
8 MiddleEast peace conference 
at Geneva now would be prema- 
ture, has apparently eliminated 
the possibility of holding the 
conference this year. 

But by renewing his call for 8 
preliminary conference to work 
out the terms for Geneva talks. 
he haz broken a diplomatic 
stalemate that could have entirely 
prevented the conference. inform- 
ed analysts believe. 

It appeared a week ago that 
the impasse over Palestinian 
representation and the future of 
the Israell-occupied Arab terri- 
tories was jeoparduing the 
entire concept of a Geneva con- 
ference. despite the optimism in 
‘Washington. 

Procedural Matters 

Mr, Sadat, who many observers 
here feel needs to preserve at 
least the illusion of progress 
toward peace in order to preserve 
political stability i. Egypt, has 
now offered a format for dealing 
with those issues without risking 
fallure at Geneva. 

After consultations with King 
Khaled of Saudi Arabia, Mr. 
Sedat has again declared that 
"Geneva is not an end in itself." 
Be called for a preliminary con- 
ference to insure that a Geneva 
conference. if it takes place, will 
deal with substantive issues, not 
Procedural matters.

BEIRUT. Nov. 6 
persons were killed and 15 wound- 
ed in Lebanon yesterday, police 
reported. 

A spokesman said that six were 
killed in a gun battle in the 
northern Christian district of 
Koura, 60 miles north of Beirut, 
when rightist Christians battled 
leftists trying to return to their 
hometown, from which they were 
driven during the civil war. 

Syrian peacekeeping forces In- 
tervened in Koura and “finally 
brought the situation under von- 
trol,” the spokesman added. 

Three other deaths occurred 
when 10 kilograms of dynamite 
exploded in an apartment build- 
ing in Beirut’s Moslem sector.

Soweto Sullen, Silent Atter White Crackdown

JOHANNESBURG, Nor, 6 
{NYT).—Goweto, the township 
that spawned 5. political awaken- 
ing among many South African 
blacks 16 mouths, ago, ls frustrat- 
ed, sujien and restive, but strange- 
ly silent. 

In the two weeks since the gov- 
ernment cracked down on dis- 
senters and turned a defiant face 
to Western powers that it said 
were encouraging agitators here, 
there has been little discernible 
reaction by the black community. 


A Week ago, for instance. as the 
United Nation, was preparing to 
take up the question of an arms 
embargo against South Africa, the 
minister of Bantu administration, 
Μ. C. Botha, onnounced that 
rents would go up in Soweto as 
ef Dec, 1. In some cases the in- 
creases, phased in gver seven 
months, will amcun.':o 80 per 
cent, 

Six months ago such increases 
were deferred when thelr an- 
nouncement drew thousands of 
young demenstrators into the 
streets in ἃ clash with riot police- 
men. This time, at least so far, 
there has been no protest. 

Gaverameut officials read the 
calm as a vindication of the hard 
line taken on Oct. 19, when it 
banned 18 organizations fighting 
for black rights and arrested more 
than 50 black leaders. With the 
leaders behind bars. according to 
this view, mast blacks are able to 
get on with the business cf mak- 
ing a living. 

White liberals, of whom there 
gre not very many, explain the 
reaction by saying that the blacks 
have lost their spokesmen and 
so Have no one to voice their 
grievances. 

Black's Explanation 

The blacks have a different 
explanation. 

“GI course we were stunned,” 
said a renortcr for the World, 
the black-edited newspaper clos- 
ed down by the government, “It's 
more difficult to organize openly 


_ and some people are Iying low.” 


“But the real point is that the 
struggle has moved into a dif- 
ferent stage, It hes gone under- 
ground—it hid already gone un- 
derground. The government only 
speeded it along," he said. 

“We've passed the point where 
it makes any sense for teen-agers 
to run in front of the guns 
every time the white man does 
something oppressive. We're 
more sophisticated and more 
serious."

Suarez Sees Spain, Portugal, 
Greece Strengthening EEC

BRUSSELS, Nov. 6 (WP).— 
Winding up a tour of European 
capitals to seek support for 
Spain's entry into the Common 
Market, Spanish Premier Adolfo 
Suarez declared yesterday that 
Spain showd join Greece and 
Portugal as new members in a 
12-nation European Economic 
Community by 1981. 

Speaking after a two-day visit 
to Common Market headquarters 
here. Mr. Suarez said that, while 
enlargement posed some economic 
obstacles, Europe “would be 
Strengthened and its role in the 
world greatly enhanced” once the 
three nascent democracies en- 
tered the EEC. 

Despite the optimistic tone 
Struck by Mr. Suarez and the 
soothing words of solidarity he 
heard during trips to EEC capi- 
tals in recent months. most mem- 
ber countries harbor deep mis- 
givings about the consequences 
of enlarging the community. 

All EEC governments claim it 
is a moral duty to accept Spain, 
Greece and Portugal as full- 
fledged members, but they dis- 
agree over the manner in which 
the Common Market should in- 
corporate the three.

Civil and church marriages also 
will have equal status under the 
new treaty, which will reolace the 
1929 Lateran agreement between 
Fascist dictator Benito Mussolini 
and Pope Pius XI. 

The agreement could set the 
pattern for revision of concordats 
in Spain and other predominantly 
Catholic nations. In effect, it 
brings relations between Italy 
and the Vatican into line with 
modern legislation.

US. Fails to Find 
A-Theft by Israel 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP). 
—Three U.S. government mvesti- 
gations during the last 11 years 
failed to umcover evidence that 
vomb-grade uranium from ἃ U.S. 
company was stauggled to Israel, 
according to newly released 
documents. 

The three investigations focus- 
ed on the loss of 206 pounds of 
uranium from the Nuclear Mate- 
viala and Equipment Corp. In 
Apollo, Pa., in the early 1960s 
and suspicions that the nuclear 
tuel was shipped to Israel.

Stakhanov, Model Worker

1935, working at a coal face in 
the mining district of Donbas, 
Mr. Stakhanov was reported to 
have set a record by mining 102 
tons of coa) in one shift of 5 
hours and 45 minutes, 14 times 
the standard production. 

Stalin seized on this feat to 
begin @ propaganda campaign 
urging workers to emulate Mr. 
Stakhanov. Those who respond- 
ed received special privileges and 
rewards. The ite 

: movement called for above-aver- 
age production by individual 
workers who were in turn singled 
out as models for their comrades. 

Speaking at a national confer- 
ence of Stakhanovites at Mos- 
cow in November, 1935, Stalin 
said that the model workers" 
movement held out the hope that 
Communism would outproduce 
capitalism. - 

Mr. Stakhanov, virtually il-

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Chinese Are Seeking to Regain 


Major Role in Astronomy 
By Walter Sullivan 


NEW YORK, Nov. § (NYT!.— 
After a hiatus of many centuries, 
China appears determined to re- 
gain a place in the forefront of 
gelesiial observation. 

As part of the rehabilitation 
of basic ‘esearch decreed by the 
Peking .-gime, a telescope mirror 
more than six feet in diameter 
is being prepared at 2 spec.alized 
optical shop in Nanking. It will 
be installed at the Peking Ob- 
servatory, north of the capita], 


Near Kunming in Yunnan, the 
mountainous province between 
Vietnam and B rma, a major 
observatory ls in the making. 

On the shore of a giant reser- 
voir about 80) miles north of Pe- 
king, a radio astronomy center 
with about two dozen dish an- 
tennas is being upgraded to m..ce 
it competitive with the best such 
observatories elsewhere. 

Signs of Eevival 

These and other signs of 2 
revival in Chinese astronomy 
have been reported by a dele- 
gation of 10 US. astronomeis 
who visited their Chinese coun- 
terparts for more than three 
weeks last month. The group, 
headed by Dr. Leo Goldberg, di- 
rector of the Kitt Peak National 
Observatory in Arizona, included 
lending specialists in all major 
tields of astronomy. 

Before the Renaissance, accc. d- 
ing to Dr, Joseph Needham, au- 
thority on the history of East 
Asian science at Cambridge. En- 
gland, the Chinese were “the 
mo:t persistent and accurate ob- 
servers of celestial phenomena in 
any culture.” 

Chinees records of eclipses date 
back to 1861 BC. They catalogue 
90 stellar explosions, or super- 
noyas, from 1400 BC to AD 1690. 
Unlike the astronomers of an- 
cient Greece and Egypt, they did 
not believe the vault of heaven 
to be @ crystalline sphere. They 
saw the stars as light zources 
dispersed through infinite space 
—a concept much closer to the 
truth, 

Their chief contribution, how- 
ever, 85 noted by Dr, Needham, 
was in devising instruments. 
These included the equatorial 
mount, now standard in most 
telescopes, introduced in the 
1270s to support the astronomical 
instrument, or ‘armillary sphere, 
of Peking Observatory, Early 
Chinese instruments were driven 
by a clock mechanism using an 
escapement invented in 123. 

Far Behind

As Ncrman Mailer says. only the unsay- 
able is really worth saying. And one of the 
lnsgyable things in our political life these 
days is that most leaders of the American 
Jewish community are acting as if President 
Carter is risking Israel's survival for an 
illusory Middle East settlement. Meanwhile, 
administralion officials and other influen- 
tial citizens are increasingly annoyed by the 
lurmidable resistance the President's diplo- ἡ 
macy is getting from the American Jewish 
community. It is a quarrel of general con- 
cern, All Americans have ἃ stake in the 
wisdom and success of Mr. Carter's effort to 
move toward an enduring Middle East peace. 
And his relations with the influential Jewish 
community -bear on that success. 

The confrontation now brewing seems to 
us to transcend any single issue relating to" 
the Middie Bast negotiations. Some collab- 
oration with the Russians in the diplomacy 
of a Geneva conference may or may not be 
helpful. A Palestinian “homeland” may or 
may not be a danger to Israel. Israeli with- 
drawals from the West Bank may or may 
not be justifiable. What is more irritating 
to American Jews than any specific Carter 
position. we suspect, Is the belief that - 
Mr. Carter and also American business tn- 
terests are so eager to cement ties to the 
Arab nations that they would even sacrifice 
the vital interests of Israel. And what is ir- 
Titating the administration, we think. is the 
elfef that Israel’s friends are misjudging 
the President's motives, underestimating the 
settlement that might be within reach and 
using their political clout in the unselective, 
often tactical service of the government of 
Prime Minister Begin—whom many Amer- 
ican Jews regarded as too much the hawk 
just a few months ago. 

There is not much that can be said to 
mend this unfortunate breach; the tradi- 
tional code words of support for Israel and 
respect for the President are wearing pretty 
thin. There is, however, a national interest 
in understanding the special fervor of the 
Jews and in persuading them to direct it 
wisely. 

At the core of the American Jewish com- 
munity’s concern for Israel lies the holo- 
caust, the systematic destruction of 6 mil-" 
lion Eurcpean Jews for the crime of being 
Jewish. It 15 a memory encased in gullt, 
the guilt of past helplessness and the guilt 
of present survival in prosperous America. 
Against that guilt stands Israel, a symbol of 
redemption and a cause that uniquely iden- 
tifles and unifies the scattered tribes of 
Jewry. Non-Jews do not experience these 
same emotions; the horror of American Jews 
15. that their own children may not, either. 
But their emotions ought to be respected 
before there is more complaint about the 
dedication of “the Jewish lobby" for Israel. 
Dedicated they are and lobby they do. not 
for narrow profit or group interest but for 
their humanity, indeed sanity, as individuals 
and as & community. : 

That is why, as Sen. Jacob Javits recently 
observed, American Jews have felt especially 
fortunate that thelr commitment to Israel 
has never yet conflicted with any admin- , 
Istration’s definition of the national interest ἡ 
δι the Middle East. But now the likelihood 
of such a conflict has been raised even by 
moderate American Jewish leaders like the 
New York senator and they seem to be pre- 
paring the Jewish community for a time of 
tense contest against Mr. Carter's diplo- 
macy. 

"We may now have to face a much more 
dire situation in which the President of the 
United States and the Prime Minister of 
Israel see the national interests of the two 
countries as diverging,” Sen. Javits has said. 
Jews, he added, will have to try to bridge 
the gap, “and we will only be able to do 
it by persuasion." What Is “dire” for him, 
clearly, is the prospect that Jews would be 
percelved in the process as preferring the 
policies of Israel to those of the United 
States. ‘What is unspoken is the further 
fear of a revival of anti-Semitism and of 
the charge of “dual loyalty.” 

As this debate unfolds, American Jews de-

serve reassurance that multiple lopalties—to 
faith, to consclence, to communal, national 
and even international bonds—-are at home 
in the American tradition. They are no 
more suspect In Jews than in Americans of 
Greek, or Irish, or Lithuanian background 
who periodically hurl themselves against the 
American diplomacy of the day. And Jews 
deserve respect for the special torment of 
their community; by their history as well 
as abundant contributions to American life 
they have well earned the right they exercise 
to try to influence thelr country's policy. 

Yet there are troubling aspects in the 
present posture of the American Jewish 
community that may exacerbate its dilemma 
and, indeed, undermine its objectives. There 
-has been a recurring tendency to represent 
Jewish opinion as virtually unanimous on 
most diplomatic issues concerning the Middle 
East. And there has been a tendency often 
to confuse the transient policies of the Is- 
taeli government with the cause of Israel's 
survival. Common sense alone refutes this 
stance—and so does the very broad range of 
opinion that can be heard on these same 
issues even among Ieraelis. 

The desire of leading American Jews to 
present a united front at every turn is uu- 
derstandable. It reflects a convictlon that 
Israeli, not American, lives are on the line 
and that Israel already faces too much pres- 
sure and criticism from other quarters. And 
if the United States, toa, is perceived as 
tilting away from Israel, then American 
Jews are easily persuaded that they cannot 
afford the luxury of an open debate that 
might undercut the Israell government's 
resistance to American pressure. Thus it is 
that even Sen. Javits spoke of opposing not 
merely those American policies that he 
deemed dangerous to Israel but also those 
that any government of Israel might find 
Intolerable. 

Such a siege mentality runs two grave 
risks for both American and Israeli diplo- 


. macy. 


The first is that the spokesmen of Amer- 
jean Jews, while always respected for their 
political strength, could cease to ‘be taken 
seriously in Washington on the merits of the 


issues. If, at every turn, the most that 8 


President hears from them is a dutiful echo 
of Israeli policy, he must be forgiven if he 
seeks more sophisticated instruction else. 
where. It is a fact of recent history that 
politically difficult but valuable Israeli con- 
cessions have come only in response to 
American pressure. The President who 
manages that pressure must judge from day 
to day which resistance protects a vital 
nerve and which only an expedient interest. 
If ever there is an unwitting American be- 
trayal of Israel it will be because of a mis- 
calculation on this point. The credibility of 
the American Jewish community is the best 
defense against such ghastly error. 

The second danger is that the spokesmen 
of American Jews might cease to he taken 
seriously in Israel, too. If their considerable 
influence in the United States can be played 
too easily, it will be taken for granted—and 
even misplayed for unworthy goals. Polit- 
ical divisions in Israel have enfeebled the 
diplomacy of all its recent governments, 
causing it too often to be pegged to the 
lowest common denominator—-the most 
zealous of its parties. If the views of Amer- 
ican Jews are also reduced to that level, they 
will surely lose the canacity to instruct Is- 


raelis in the perceptions and imperatives of — 


American opinion and policy, on which, 
above all, Israel's security depends. 

Israel's ultimate defense line runs through 
the conscience and political stature of an 
American president, whose help in a moment 
of perl! would be vital. That help is assured 
so long as the failure of any negotiations 


- is perceived in the United States as the fail- 


ure of the Arab nations to respond to a 
truly forthcoming Israeli diplomacy. The 
best link between that Israeli diplomacy and 


.American perceptions is a credible, inde- 


pendant, and influential American Jewish 
community.

WASHINGTON — The Dumber 
of cars and trucks in the 
country rose by 22 million 
annually in the decade of the 
1950s and by 3.7 million ἃ year 
in the 19608 In the current 
decade it is rising by 44 million 
@ year—or five times as fast as 
the population. 

The auto explosion expressed 
in those figures—which I have

The auto is probably the fore- 
most example of a technological 
innovation which developed, as it 
spread, vast and largely wnfore- 
seen social consequences. It 
began as 5 kind of toy and then 
became an enormous convenience. 
But as the numbers rose, prob- 
lems came. 

Immediately there was the 
matter of traffic congestion. 
Congestion of the air by auto 
fumes, though first denied by the 
car wag later proved 
by scientists in California. 


Crowded Dockets 


Court dockets became so crowd- 
ed with accident cases that about

Misunderstood 


Almost as bad is the problem 
of being misunderstood, of being 
too subtle.

“Fantasia,” on which it was based.
